JACKSON said that at Plainfield, New Jersey, tho State 
Police and National Guard caught people away from home and 
broke into the homes under orders of the Governor to confiscate 
guns.

scraping baby food off the table with their bayonets. 


JACKSON said these two race riots gave Congress the 
impetus to rush through an antierict bill. 


JACKSON said that in Detroit the riot. was fot euetny but 
was a class struggle. He said the defeat of the antierat bill 
had showed the callousness of Congress. He commented that the 
poople must defeat theses elected officials who do nothing te 
correct conditions that produce riots. He said the people 
must support the Peace and Freedom Party ticket and told of 
the importance in securing signatures to the petition to get 
that Party on the ballot in 1968.

ROBERT SCHEER 


Robert Scherr, a citizen of the United States, 
was born on April 4, 1936, in the Bronx, New York. Scheer 
was awarded a Bachelor of Arts Degree in Political Science 
by the City College of New York in June, 19583; claimed to 
have been awarded a Naster of Arts Degree in Economics by 
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Syracuse University in August, 1959; and was a candidate 
for a Doctor of Philosophy Degree in Economics at the 
University of California - Berkeley, from September, 1959 
until January 25, 1962, when he withdrew. 


The "San Francisco Examiner", a daily newspaper 
published in San Francisco, California, in an issue dated 
February 24, 1967, identified Robert Scheer as an editor 
of "Ramparts Magazine". 


"RAMPARTS" 


The April 3, 1967, issue of the "National Observer," 
a weekly national newspaper published in New York. 
City, contained a feature article on "Ramparts" 
magazine, which announced that the magazine's 
publisher, EDWARD KEATING, had just recently 

_ accepted the George Polk Memorial Award for magazine 
reporting. It stated that the Polk Award came at the 
end of a year of journalistic coups and exposes that 
have made the outspoken left-wing magazine one 
of the most controversial and highly publicized 
in the country. This article reported that "Ramparts" 
has only been published as a monthly for two and one- 
half years and is expected to reach a 250,000 
circulation figure some time in 1967, at aheen figure 
it should publish without a loss. The "National 
Observer" article reported that the magazine had 
lost about $2, ee 000 to date, of which $600,000 is 
EDWARD KEATING 


The iiiabional Observer" stated that "Ramparts'" 
views include the following: Opposition to United 
States policy in Vietnam, a belief that the United 
States needs to change its attitude toward the cold 
war and communism, dissatisfaction with domestic 
progress on civil rights, and the elimination of 
poverty. 


Robert Scheer was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for United States Congressman for 
the Seventh Congressional District of California in the June, 
i966, primaries. 
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The "San Francisco Examiner", issue dated May 29, 
1966, described Robert Scheer as a "tireless, Berkeley 
radical...who insists on withdrawal immediately from what 
he terms as ‘Johnson's War'". This article stated that 
several of Scheer's campaign workers were closely associated 
with the Communist Party and that his number two man, Carl 
Bloice, was a reporter for the "People's World". According 
to the article, Scheer stated that he never could become a 
Communist himself because they have too little regard for 
civil liberties. This article further stated, "as’a graduate 
student at the University of California, he took part as an 
officer of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC) and later 
with another man he wrote a book that defends Castro, while 
criticizing Communism." He has been a constant and dedicated 
critic of United States policy abroad. - 


The "People's World" is a West Coast Communist 
newspaper, published weekly in San Francisco.

"PEACE AND FREEDOM PARTY "POR A KING-SPOCK SLATE IN 1968 


"The presidential election is quite close. The prospective 
candidates of the major political parties are not appealing to 
most liberals, civil rights workers, and peace activists. Very 
likely Johnson will be renominated by the Democrats, the 
Republicans will pick Nixon or even Reagan, and George Wallace 
will run as an independent. Significant changes may occur in the 
next year, but can we afford to wait and see? 
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"If we are to have a candidate of our choosing on the 
ballot in California, we must act before January 1, 1968. By 
that time we must have 67,000 registered yoters in a new party or 
670,000 signed petitions. Either of these demands great work 
and action. We propose to form a new varty, The Peace and 
Freedom Party, and to obtain 67,000 registered voters in this 
party by January 1. ‘We must be on the ballot if we are to have 
a meaningful King-Spock ticket. Even though it is very unlikely 
that a King-Spock slate will be victorious, a third party can 
be our most effective form of protest. We can register a 
significant vote in 1968 and may be able to influence the 
American political scene. 


"There are several pitfalls hopefully to be avoided in the 
exodus from thé Democratic and Republican Parties. In many 
areas incumbant liberal legislators would be threatened by loss 
of primary votes, as registered yoters may not participate in 
other party's primaries. Therefore, major emphasis should be 
placed on getting Peace and Freedom Party voters in areas 
where the likelihood of electing liberal assemblymen, state 
senators, and congressmen is small. This is the case in most of 
San Mateo and Santa Clara Counties. Evrry effort should be made 
to get as many as possible in this area to register at their 
local registration center as Peace and Freedom Party votors. 


"Those who take themselves out of the Democratic Party will 
not be able to vote for the proposed peace’ slate in the presi- 
dential primary next June but will be able to campaign for this 
Slate. Only 67,000 voters at most will be taken from the 
1,000,000 votes that this slate will obtain. It should be noted 
that even if the peace slate wins the California primary, it is 
extremely unlikely. that it will be able to prevent Johnson's 
renomination. If there is not a Peace and Freedom Party on the 
Ballot next November, we may have no effective way to register 
our protest. 


"It is urged that you strongly consider registering as a 
Peace. and Freedom Party voter to establish this party on the 
ballot. If you should register, please send notification to this 
office so that we can keed close count on the number of registered 
voters we have obtained. Do not notify us until you have changed 
your registration. There is no reason to obtain 200,000 registered 
voters from other parties, and it would be unfortunate to miss the 
ballot by a small number, so please send us a notice if you should 
register as a Peace and Freedom Party voter. —

A source advised on January 7, 1965, that MORTIMER . 
SCHEER, following a press conference in San Francisco, California, 
on January 7, 1965, related that he was the West Coast Organizer 
for the PLM and National Vice Chairman. PLM was started about 
three years ago as a national organization located mainly in the 
New York and Buffalo areas, and he has been here since last July 
striving to organize PLM. He stated PLM has several publications, 
including “Progressive Labor,” a monthly, and the "Marxist- 
Leninist Quarterly.® 


The April 19, 1965 issue of the “San Francisco 
Chronicle,* a daily San Francisco newspaper, carried an article 
which related that the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) was 

- officially formed April 18, 1965, after a four day convention in 
New York. PLP was formerly known as the Progressive Labor 
Movement and MORT SCHEER was elected as one of the vice presidents 
of PLP. 

‘A second source advised during May, 1967, that the Bay 
Area Progressive Labor Party (BAPLP) rents an office at 
2929 - 16th Street, San Francisco, California, which is used as a 
headquarters and mailing address. 


APPENDIX 
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CAMPUS VIETNAM DAY COMMITTEE, 
formerly known as the 
Vietnam Day Committee (VDC), 
Berkeley 


A source advised in May, 1965 that the VDC was founded in 
May, 1965 to organize the May 21-22, 1965 community “teach-in" on 
the University of California, Berkeley, California (UCB) Campus. 


Public literature distributed by the VDC revealed that the 
purpose of the VDC was to mold public opinion to force withdrawal 
of the United States from Vietnam and to utilize dramatic, large- 
scale demonstrations in increasing public alarm ahout the Vietnam war 


A second source advised on June 24, 1966 that ata meeting 
of the San Francisco Branch of the Socialist "Workers Party (SWP) in 
San Francisco, California on June 22, 1966, KIPP DAWSON, whom source 
identified as a member of the Branch, commented among other things 
that ‘with our help," the VDC was finally recognized as a political 
power and was under “our control. 


The SWP has heen.designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


A third source related on September 29, 1966 that as of 
September 29, 1966, the VDC was controlled and dominated by PETE 
CAMEJO. Source added that the VDC was no longer under the control 
of the old stalwarts of the original VDC and EDeRS was no continuity 
between the original and current VDC. 


A fourth source on October 27, 1966 
identified PETE CAMEJO as a member of the SWP. 


Third source informed on April 18, 1967 that the activities 
of the VDC had been taken over by the Campus VDC, and there no long- 
er was an off-campus VDC in Berkeley. Source related Campus VDC 
is a registered on-Campus organization with UCB. Source added that 
for the time being, Campus VDC is expected to remain dormant. How- 
ever, its name and skeletal organization would be kept alive by the 
Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) as a "standby organization" to be 
used only when necessary. 


Third source identified JANICE FRANK as Treasurer of the 
Campus VDC and stated those active in the Campus VDC when it function 
ed included CARL FRANK and JACK SANDERS who consulted with SWP and 
YSA leadership regarding Campus VDC operations and activities. 


Third source on April 24, 1967 identified 
JANICE FRANK and JACK SANDERS as members of 
the Berkeley Branch of the YSA. 


Third source on February 6, 1967 identified 
CARL FRANK as a member of the Berkeley Branch

1. A dissemination point of * * * Communist Party 
propaganda in San Francisco is the International Book Store, 
Inc., located at 1408 Market Street. Mr. Ellis Colton, Manager 
of the store, was subpoenaed to appear before the subcommittee. 
He refused to affirm or deny Communist Party membership, although 
previously identified as a member of the Communist Party, and 
further declined to discuss. the sources from which he received 
Communist Party publications which had been purchased at the 
International Book Store."

On February 9, 1965, a source advised that on that 
date at Oakland Direct Action Committee (ODAC) headquarters, 
8512 East 14th Street, Oakland, California, MARK EVERETT COMFORT, 
Chairman of ODAC, held a press conference. COMFORT stated that 
the objective of ODAC was to organize the Negro community, 
particularly in the eastern section of Oakland, commonly known 
as East Oakland. He said that ODAC would make demands for equal 
housing, equal job opportunities and living conditions, and 
would educate the Negro community to realize that "things are 
not as good as they seem." COMFORT said that ODAC, in contrast 
to existing civil rights organizations, would strongly emphasize 
' police brutality. 


The January 25, 1964 issue of the “People's 
World" (PW), page 3, contains an invitation 

to the 26th anniversary celebration of the PW 

to be held on February 1, 1964, in San Francisco, 
California. This invitation lists MARK COMFORT 
as one of four special guests to be honored at 
this celebration. 


The PW is a West Coast Communist newspaper. 


A second source advised that MARK COMFORT 

attended the National Convention of the Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) held in New York City April 15 - 
18, 1965, as a delegate and was assigned to the 
“Black Liberation” workshop. 


A third source advised that since the beginning 
of ODAC, MARK COMFORT has been in frequent 
contact with MORTIMER SCHEER, West Coast Organi- 
zer for the Bay Area Progressive Labor Party, 
concerning plans and. activities of COMFORT in 
the civil rights movement.

The New York Times” City Edition, Tuesday, 
April 20, 1965, pase 27, reported that a new party of 
"revolutionary soci alien was formally founded on April 18, 
1965, under the name of the PLP. The PLP was described as an 
outgrowth of the PLM. Its officers were identified as MILTON 
ROSEN, New York, President, and WILLIAM EPTON of New York, 
and MORT SCHEER of San Francisco, Vice Presidents. A 20-member 
National Committee was elected to direct the party until the 
next convention. 


According to the article, ‘‘The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by “Mr. ROSEN and -fr, SCHEER 
after they were expelled from the Communist Party of the 
United States for assertedly following the Chinese. Communist 
line" 


The PLP publishes “Progressive Labor,” a bi-monthly 
magazine, “Challenge”, a monthly New York City newspaper, 
and “Spark”, a West Coast newspaper. 


The April, 1967, issue of ‘Challenze", pase 14, 
states that, "This paper is dedicated to fight for a new 
way of life-where the working men and women own and control their 
homes, factories, the police, courts, and the entire government 
on every level".

This issue stated that this organization was formed by the 
nationwide supporter clubs of the publication YS. 


The above issue, page 6, set forth the 
Founding Declaration of the YSA. This declaration stated that 
the YSA recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (SPW) as the 
only existing political leadership on class struggle 
principles of revolutionary socialism.

This leaflet was issued by the Palo Alto, California, 
Branch of the Peace and Freedom Party SEER yas Lytton Avenue, 
Palo Alto, California. 


This leaflet states that the prospective candidates 
of ‘the major political parties are not appealing to most 
liberals, civil rights workers, and peace activists. The 
leaflet states that in order to have a candidate of "our own 
choosing on the ballot in California, we must act by January , 
1968. By that time we must have 67,000 registered voters in a 
new party or 670,000 signed petitions. We propose to form a 
new party, the Peace and Freedom Party, and to obtain 67,000 
registered voters in this party by January 1. We must be on . 
the ballot if we are to have a meaningful King-Spock ticket. 
Even though it is very unlikely that a King-Spock slate will be 
victorious, a third party can be our most effective form of 
protest.

The article identifies Dr. RICHARD WHITE of the 
Stanford Medical Center as Chairman of the Midpeninsula Branch 
of the PFP, and states that the PFP will be confined to 
California, but is in touch with other third parties forming 
around the nation. 


The article states that a preliminary PFP convention 
was held in San Luis Obispo, California, on September 17, 1967, 
at which time the PFP passed a "preliminary statement" condemning 
the United States Government as "rapidly becoming the single 
greatest threat to the peace and progress of the world's people." 
In addition, the statement touched on the developing nations, 
black power, police oppression, and poverty. "All Americans 
are being victimized by the totality of our socio-economic- 
political structure," the statement read. The article concluded 
with the statement that Negro delegates walked out of the 
convention when they were denied 50 per cent of the votes on 
all resolutions. ay 


On October 2, 1967, a sixth source made available a 
leaflet issued by the PFP which states in part that 
representatives of political groups and individual political 
activists from all over California met at San Luis Obispo, 
California, at a weekend conference on September 16-17, 1967, 
and formed an organizing committee for the PFP. 


Under the heading "Platform and Candidates," the 
leaflet states as follows: 


"The organizers of the Peace and Freedom Party and the 
people registering in it are dedicated generally to getting 

the U. S. out of Vietnam, to supporting equality and self- 
determination for black people, to fighting against poverty, 
police oppression, and bureaucratic dehumanization. But a 
specific platform must be adopted at a Peace and Freedom Party

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same held the bottom half in his fingers. During the period of 
time the card was burning, having positioned myself in such a 

way that my eyes were approximately two feet from the card, I 
observed a signature on ,the bottom of the card, which signature 
was obscured by its possessor's fingers, except for the handwritten 
name “COOPER,"' and except for a small handwritten "1" directly 
preceding “COOPER." The “1 appeared to be connected to preceding 
letters which, due to the placement of possessor's fingers, were 
unobservable. Also, while I was so positioned, and at a time 
when the possessor of said card inadvertently turned the card, 

I observed on the side of the card opposite the side on which

2. Who are supporters of this drive? Supporters include many of the 1966 "peace candi- 
dates" who received between 40% arid 50%. of the Democratic primary vote. Among them 
ate Ferrel Broslawsky and Michael Hannon of Los Angeles, | and Robert Scheer of 
Berkeley-Oakland: Other endorsers of the campaign in the Bay Area include Robert. 
Avakian and ‘Professor JB. Neilands, candidates of the Community for New Politics for 
the Berkeley City Council; Barbara Garson, author of MacBird; Malcolm Burnstein, civil 
liberties attorney; Morris Hirsch, Franz Schurmann, and Steven Smale, Professors at 
the University of California; Lucille Birnbaum, Assistant Professor at San Francisco 
State; and Jack Weinberg, a ledder of the Free Speech Movement. . 


Organizationally, in the Berkeley-Oakland area, the Community for. New Politics has 
undertaken responsibility for the registration drive as one of its major projects. 


3. Who is the PEACE & FREEDOM PARTY running for President? If we succeed in 
getting on the ballot, the candidates of the party will be chosen as the law requires: by an 
open primary election in-June (at the same time as the Democratic and Republican . . 
primaries) by ‘all those voters registered in the P&FP. = 


What ‘candidates will run in the primaries depends on a number of factors including 
what happens on'the national political. scene and what kind of support we can build here in 
California. \The realistic fact is that no "well known" leader wants to stick his neck out 
and publicly declare his candidacy until he is sure that substantial support exists. We can 
demonstrate that the mass support does exist by getting the necessary 67,000 registrants 
in the PEACE & FREEDOM PARTY to qualify.for the ballot. A number of people have 
privately expressed an interest in running.’ “What this means is that we have to organize 
people around the issues and the need for a political alternative rather than around one or 
two personalities. While this may make our job somewhat more difficult, it may also fae 
make possible a healthier movement which is not dependent on a couple of big names. 

4. Will there be a nationa} Presidential campaign? California's election laws are 
extremely tough. They require us to get the 67,000 signatures by the end of this year. 
That is, we must have completed the registration drive by almost a year before the actual 
presidential election and many months before the major focus of politics turns to the . 
Presidential election. It also means that we will have completed most of the registration 
drive before people in other states even begin to make their plans for the 1968 elections. 
What we do here is likely to-have great influence on similar moves in other states. If we

5. Why are we waging this campaign? Clearly we do not believe that we can win the 
Presidential election in 1968. Beyond this agreement there are a number of points of 
view.

election should be viewed not as the final test, but as only one step along the way.
